BEATS OFF THREE ROBBERS.| 


Cloak Nanufacturer, Beset in Dark 
Hallway, Saves the Payroll, 
Herman Schiff, a cloak and suit manu- 
facturer, entered his factory at 157 
Goerck Street shortly before 7 ‘o'clock 
last night, carrying two packages of 


}money aggregating $3,000 in. bjlls of from 


$1 to $20. It was pay night, and Schiff 
had just returned from his bank. 

As he started up the stairs a man 
sprang from the shadowed hallway.and 
started after him. Schiff turned at the 
sound of his steps, The man lunged at 
the manufacturer, and Schiff let out a 
yell. A second man sprang. down the 
stairs at him, He apparently had been 
hiding at the top of the flight. He 
struck Schiff with such foree that all 
three were tumbled to the bottom of 
the stairs just as a third men ran in 
from the street. 

He joined the others in beating Schiff, 
who clung tightly to his money and 
called for help at the top of his lungs, 
Above stairs his work people, men and 
girls, heard him, and ran to the stairs, 
but they seemed afraid to go-to his as- 
sistance. The manufacturer struck out 
right and left. 

At last he was flung into a corner 
where he slipped behind a.heavy ash can, 
still clinging to his money and still call- 
ing for aid. Then he yelled to his em- 
ployes: 

“Help, quick. 
after.”’ 

The cry startled some of the men into 
action. They bounded down the stairs 
and the rob¥ers, seeing the reinforcements 
coming, released Schiff with a few part- 
ing blows and darted out the door, 

Schiff was only a moment or two be- 
hind them, still yelling loudly, but the 
men ran to East Houston Street and es- 
caped in the crowd. 

Schiff reported the attempted robbery 
to the Union Market Station and detec- 


tives w ‘Bent to his factory. They 
found him out the wages for 
which he had t. His head and face 


were cut and there were marks on his 
throat, where the robbers had tried to 
choke him. Otherwise he was not hurt 
and he declafed proudly that he would 
have fought harder had he had to. 

The detectives could get little descrip- 
tion of the robbers as Schiff had been 
too excited in the fight in the dark hall- 
Way to get a good look at them. It is 
supposed that they followed the manu- 
facturer to his bank and after seeing him 
draw the money hastened ahead of him 
to trap him in the hall. 


JUDGE APPEALS TO THIEF, 


Begs That a Watch Given Him by His 
Wife, Lost at Sea, Be Returned. 


Ex-Judge John F. Dillon, now 80 years 
old, and long a commanding figure among 
American jurists, having been a member 
of the Supreme Court of Iowa, aud on the 
bench of the United States Circuit Court, 
made yesterday an almost tearful appeal 
that the thief who last Sunday night en- 
tered his country home in Far Hills, N. 
¥., return the gold“watch which, ainong 
other things, he took. No earthly treas- 
ure, Judge Dillon said yesterday, could 
have bought this watch, and he told why. 

His wife and his @aughter, Mrs. Oliver, 
sailed for Europe in July, 1898, in the 
French lider Bourgogne, to spend the 
Summer. The ship was lost at sea and 
about 500 were lost, including Mrs. Dillon 
and her daughter. When the news of the 
disaster came Judge Dillon was confined 
to his bed with a broken leg, but he 
Started immediately for Halifax, where 
he chartered a steamer and began a 
search of the seas for the bodies of his 
wife and daughter, For days his vessel 
sailed over and about the spot where La 
Bourgogne went down, but the sea re- 
tained its dead. 

The most precious memento of his wife 
Was a watch which she had given him 
forty years ago on his fortieth birthday, 
It is inscribed, “To my husband on his 
fortieth birthday.” This is the watch the 
thief got on Sunday night, and Judge 
Dillon hopes that even @ burglar will 
understand why its owher values this 
watch more than it can ever be worth to 
any one else, and will return it. In addi- 
tion, he offers a Mberal reward for it. 


GOV. DIX SEES HARRY THAW. 


Pays an Unexpected Visit at Night to 
Matteawan Hospital for Insane.

FISHKILL LANDING, N, Y., Oct, 18.— 
Gov. Dix last night paid an unostenta- 
tious visit to Matteawan State Hospital 
for the Criminal Insane while on his 
way from Wingdale,. Dutchess County, 
where in the afternoon he inspected the 
site of the abandoned new State prison. 
He was accompanied by, Col, Scott, State 
Superintendent of Prisons, and attorney 
James G. Meyer of this village, and it 
was on the invitation of Col. Scott that 
the Governor came on to Matteawan. His 
visit was without knowledge of any one 
here, it being his request that formalities 
be abandoned. 

At the hospital he was taken through 
several of the wards, and in passing 
through one of the corridors Harry K. 
Thaw, who was sitting in one of the vis- 
iting rooms, was pointed out to him. The 
Governor paused and looked at Thaw for 
several minutes, ahd then passed on 
without making any comment. 

No one in town knew of Gov. Dix’s visit 
here until to-day, and he boarded a New 
York Central train here.last night for 
Albany.

TARRYTOWN, N. ¥., Oct. 18.—An auto- 
mobile accident in which four persons 
were injured delayed for an hour to-day 
the wedding of Miss: Marjorie Livingston 
Wilde, daughter of Mr, and Mrs, Robert 
Livingston Wilde of Hastings-on-Hudson, 
to Willlam C. Ewan of Ardsley-on-Hud- 
son, One of those who were injured was 
the bridegroom. 

Mr. Ewan, Mrs. Ewan, his mother; Mrs, 
Hopkins of Carmel, N. Y., and Miss Se- 
cor were in the automobile on their way 
from the Ewan residence to Olinda, Mr. 
Wilde's country home. They were mak- 
ing good time to the wedding, when in 
turning at Constant Street and Broadway 
the machine skidded over the wet pave- 
ment, and struck a telegraph pole. The 
three women were thrown out, and so 
badly hurt that they had to be taken to 
the Dobbs Ferry Hospital. Mr. Ewan, 
who was thrown against the pole, re- 
ceived a shaking up and a cut on the 
head. He went to the. hospital, and as 
soon as he received medical attention 
hastened to his wedding, Those with him 
in the car were not seriously injured, and 
will be able to leave the hospital in a few 
days, 

Mr. Ewan arrived at Olinda an hour 
late. The cerémony wa’ performed at 
4:45 o'clock this afternoon by the Rev. 
John M. Trout of Dobbs Ferry. The 
bride was gowned in majestic satin 
trimmed with chiffon and white point 
lace, She wore a tulle veil, which was 
held in place by orange blossoms. Her 
ornaments were of pearls and diamonds, 
She carried a bouquet of white roses and 
lilies of the valley. She was attended by

SHE’LL HECKLE ROOSEVELT. 


Suffragette Meane to Ask Him Some 
Questions at Carnegie Hall. 


The Woman Suffrage Party of Manhat- 
tan Borough held its annual convention 
vesterday in the assembly chamber of 
the Metropolitan Life Building. Besides 
being a convention, it was a household 
experience meeting. It adopted a party 
yell, and incidentally set a movement go- 
ing which may result in the heckling of 
Col, Roosevelt when he spenks at Carne- 
gie Hall on Friday night. 

Mrs. Helen Griffith of the Ways and 
Means Committee proposed the suffrage 
yell, She told the women that to get 
things going they must give money, and 
when nice large sums rolled in they must 
shout their approval, something like this, 
she said: 

* Votes! Votes! Votes!—Votes! Votes! 
Votes!—Votes! Votes! Votes! W—S—P!” 

“That's it," said Mrs. Marian Howell. 
** We women need some method of expres- 
sion. They know how to 40 it at men's 
conventions, but we only give a dainty 
little clapping. I move that we practice 
the Griffith suffrage call on Oct, 21 when 
we practice the song for the City W. 8. P. 
Convention.” 

They passed the motion on the spot and 
tried the call, but without practice it 
sounded @ little anaemic. 

Miss Eligabeth Freeman, the American 
girl who has been working with the Eng- 
Ush suffragettes and has now come over 
to help the Woman Suffrage Party here, 
is the one who proposes to heckle Col. 
Roosevelt. 

“TI shall send up some written ques- 
tions,” she said, “and if they are not an- 
swered I shall get up and ask them as we 
did in England. I understand it fis not the 
custoin here to ask questions verbally or 
heckle, but heckling would do good. We 
must have success in 1918 or know tHe 
reagon why,"

Mrs. Oliver H. P, Belmont's Political 
Equality Headquarters at 15 East Forty- 
first Street is to be also a headquarters 
for beauty-doctoring among the fair and 
unfranchised sex, according to an an- 
nouncement made by Mrs, Belmont her- 
self In Dress, a woman's magazine, for 
November. Mrs, Belmont calle it a ‘ De- 
partment of Hygiene,” and its function 
“human repair work.” At the depart- 
ment women who want to vote and be 
equal with men will be able to get free 
lectures on hygiene and, at slightly high- 
er cost, soap, powder, and other ablu- 
tionary and cosmetic ointments and con. 
coctions, conducive to greater pulchri- 
tude. 

In her article Mrs. Belmont laments 
the fact that French girls far surpass the 
American girl in the proper care of 
person and personal beauty, 

“In France the girls, whether they 
are in shops or hold more or less re- 
sponsible positions, are all the acme of 
perfect grooming,” writes Mrs, Belmont. 
“They do not put out all their money 
into their clothes, hats, shoes, and gloves, 
Rather, it goes into the choice of good 
poaps for the skin and hair, creams, 
manicure articles, and the like, Their 
hair is always eoft, fluffy, and well 
shampooed. : 

“The fact that many girls to-day, es- 
pecially those who work, have little time 
and opportunity for intelligent thought 
and attention—accurate knowledge, in-

1 WIFE DIES OF POISON 
IN MEDICINE BOTTLE} 


Husband Had Substituted Cya- 
nide for Headache Cure, but 
Says He Warned Her. 


FINDS HER DEAD IN BED 


Heart Disease, Said Doctor at First—~ 
Coroner's Physician Discovers Differ- 
ently at Autopsy—Calls Police tn. 


County Physician McKenzie of Newark, 
N. J., has ordered a police investigation 
of the death of Mrs, Allison McFarland, 
wife of the advertising manager of the 
Crocker-Wheeler Wiectrical Company of 
Ampere, N. J. Mrs, McFarland was found 
dead in bed yesterday morning in her 
home at 946 Park Avenue, Newark, An 
autopsy showed that she had been killed 
by cyanide of potassium. 

Dr. McKenzie learned that McFarland 
recently emptied the contents of ‘a bottle 
which had contained a headache cure 
much used by his ~wife and replaced it 
with syanide of potassium. It was this 
poison which Mrs, McFarland took. 

McFarland himself told Dr. McKenzie 
of this substitution of the contents of the 
familiar medicine bottle. He said he got 
the poison to use in cleaning some jewelry 
and took care to caution his wife about 
the change. Mr, McFarland said he 
was sure his wife. had thoroughly ap- 

preciated the deadly nature of the 
cyanide and could not have been per 
plexed over what the bottle contained, 
He sald he believed that she had for- 
gotten his warning and had taken up the 
bottle, believing it to hold her usual 
headache cure. 

Mre. McFarland's death occurred some 
time on Tuesday night or yesterday 
morning, when only she and her infant 
were in the house. McFarland and a boy 
of 6 years had left Newark for this city 
on Tuesday afternoon, the father wishing 
to transact some business, and deciding 
to give the youngster a holiday in the 
city. They spent the night here and set 
out fer Newark yesterday morning, 

The husband himself found his wife dead 
in bed. On entering the house he called 
to her and received no answer. He hur- 
ried upstaits to her bedroom and found 
her in bed, apparently asleep. The baby 
was playing on the floor. McKarland 
tried to arouse his wife, and when. he 
failed, hurried out for a doctor,

NOBEL PRIZE FOR EDISON. 


Physice Award for Thie Year Likely 
to be Given to American Inventor, 
STOCKHOLM, Oct. 18,—It is stated that 

the Nobel Prise for Physics will prob- 

ably be awarded this year to Thomas A. 

Edison. 





Bach of the five annual Nobel Prises—’ 
for the most important discoveries or im- 
‘provements in (1) physics, (2) chemistry, 
and (3) physiolcgy or medicine; (4) for 
the most distinguished work of an ideal- 
istic tendency in the field of literature, 
and (5) for the best effort toward the fra- 
ternity of nations and the promotion of 
peace—is worth about $40,000. 

The Nobel Foundation is baged upon the 
will of Dr. Alfred Bernhard Nobel, the 
Swedish engineer, chemist, and inventor 
of dynamite, who died In 1806, leaving an 
enormous fortune. 

Last yeur’s physics prize was awarded 
to Prof. J. D. van der Waals of Amster- 
dam.

ACCIDENT DUE TO A GALE 


Test Flights Convince Him of the 
Flying Qualities of a Motor 
less Aeroplane. 


MANTEO, N. O., Oct. 18,—Orville 
Wright twice broke the world's gliding 
record to-day, remaining aloft in his ma- 
chine on each occasion for 1 minute and 
15 seconds. On the last of his five flights 
into the air a thirty-mile wind was blow- 
ing, and he fell with the glider a dis- 
tance of fourteen feet, but was unhurt. 

The machine was smashed. 

Mr. Wright, despite the damage to the 
machine, was much pleased with the 
flights. He felt; he said, that to-day's 
experiments demonstrated his ability to 
stay in the air without the ald of a 
motor just as soon as certain altera- 
tions are made in the construction of his 
aircraft. 

“Iam particularly pleased to have bro- 
ken the world’s record by three seconds,”’ 
he said. ‘‘ The ‘main trouble was that 
the vertical rudder in front was too much 
for the rudder behind, ‘and this interfered 
with the control. ~ This defect. will be 
remedied when the glider fs repaired, and 
the work will be_done in‘time for the 
next blow.’”

FOR CRUELTY. TO TURTLES. 


Flippers to be Pierced. 


Capt. Cleveland H. Downs of the Ward 
liner Saratoga was held for Special Ses- 
sions yesterday on a charge of cruelty 
to turtles. This is the first time since 
1876 that the law has been invoked: in 


behalf of this order of reptiles. The So- 
ciety for thé Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals accused the Captain of suffering 
the flippers of some sixty-five large, 
green turtles, consigned to New York as 
freight aboard the Saratoga, to be pierced 
and tied to prevent them from crawli 
over the sides of the ship. Dr. W. Rei 
Blair, veterinarian of the Bronx Zoo, was 
called. to. give expert testimony in the 
case. 

In deciding to hold Capt. Downs for 
trial Magistrate Freschi,.in the Jefferson 
Market Court, after identifying a turtle 
* an animal, wrote this testudinal opin- 
on: 

‘It must have come to the attention of 
many that the treatment of- animals to 
be used for food while in transit to a 
stock yard or to.a market is sometimes 
not short of cruel, and in some instances 
torturable. Hogs ‘have their noses .perfo- 
rated and a ring placed in them, ears of 
calves are similarly treated, chickens are 
crowded into freight cars, codfish is taken 
out of the waters and thrown into barrels 
of ice and sold in the market as live cod, 
eels have been known to squirm in the 
frying pan, and snails, lobsters, and crabs 
are thrown into boiling water irrespective 
of the devious means that might be adopt- 
ed to destroy life before these cruelties 
are perpetrated upon them. \ 

“‘ Still no one has raised a voice in pro- 
test. These practices have been tolerated 
on the theory, I assume, that in _the cases 
where these Ifiving dull and cold organ- 
lisms are for food consumption the pain, 
Jif any, would be classed ‘as ‘ justifiable’ 
‘and necessary. 

“The question as to whether the pain 
caused to such creatures is ‘ justified’ or 
not cannot be easily answered.” The “Em- 
peror Augustus nearly ex es pea- 
cocks to regale himself i Rome with 
their brains. To-day the world would hold 
their death unjustifiable. Since Downs 
was:the master of the Saratoga at the 
time he accepted the shipment of turtles,

Two other cases in which men ‘have 
sued women for breach of promise are 
said to have been found in English law, 
but this is the first case of a similar 
nature which has ever got as far as a 
jury in this country and great was the 
interest of the court lawyers in it on 
that account. 

Young Griswold himself, looking even 
more’ pale and hollow-eyed than usual, 
Was recalled to the stand yesterday by 
Mr. Mooney for further cross-examina- 
tion as soon as the court opened. He had 
been the only witness called up ‘to that 
point during the three-day trial. He 
looked as though he were thoroughly 
weary of his situation when he took 
ithe stand. ‘ 

Lawyer Mooney, representing Miss 
Smith, let him off with the reading of 
some more of the latter's letters, and 
with a running fire of comments, the pur- 
pose of which seemed to be to shéw the 
young plaintiff's general incredibility.

TIES UP $7,000,000 TAX LAW. 


Ohio “Act Found to Wipe Out Ma- 
chinery for Collecting Liquor Levy. 


Special to The New York Times. 

COLUMBUS, Ohio, Oct. 18—Attorney 
General Hogan discovered to-day that the 
Canfield bill, passed by the last Legis- 
latare, fixing a new schedule of fees for 
county officers, wiped from the statutes 
of the State authority to collect the Aikin- 
Dow liquor tax, which yields annually 
$7,@0,000. 

This act repealed a section of the gen- 
eral code giving county audétors author- 
ity to place liquor tax assessments upon 
the duplicate.

correct. Only a part of the Revolutionary 
army. participated, and the rebels de- 
clare to-night that they would have 
routed the soldiers. from the North if 
their ammunition had held out. The 
rebels complain, however, that their lead- 
ership was feeble. 

Desultory firing continued this evening 
at the rear of the Hankow railway sta- 
tion, the possession of which is con- 
tinually changing, the loyalists and rebel 
bands holding it alternately. 

Between and 300 Revolutionists are 
reported to have been killed or wounded 
in to-day’s engagement. The Imperial 
losses were smaller. Rebel reinforce- 
ments, who were crossing the river to 
support the fighting line, encountered a 
smart royalist fire and were disorga- 
alte’, 

German sailor. was hit by: a stray 
butiet but not seriously wounded. So far 
as is known this was the only injury 
sustained among the foreigners. 

Three Imperial soldiers were waylaid 
by an unarmed mob and stoned to death. 

The Imperial troops are now waiting 
for reinforcements, while the _ revolu- 
tionists are replenishing their supplies. 
A renewal of hostilities may take place 
soon, as it appears to be the plan of the 
rebel leaders to force the fighting be- 
fore the Imperial troops have been fur- 
ther strengthened. The latter had in- 
tended -to delay an attack. upon Wu- 
Chang until their numbers were sufficient 
to make a victory probable. The rebels, 
who occupy Wu-Chang, Hankow, and 
Han-Yang, were alive to the Government's 
parnoee.. and last night 2,000 men crossed 

he Yang-tse River from Wu-Chang and 
at daybreak fell upon the Imperial camp. 
They attacked with dash, and the Gov- 
ernment troops, taken somewhat at a dis- 
advantage, responded loyally. The fight- 
ing was severe, but is is impossible to 
state the casualties definitely, as the cor- 
respondents were not permitted near the 
firing line and those who —— the 
battle from the river were fired u ’ 

t the first~sound of firing Gmiral 
Sah .Chen-Ping, in command of the 
Chinese warships, ordered men ashore to 
su rt.Gen. Chang-Piao, formerly Com- 
mander of the troops of the Wu-Chang 
district, who, though officially dismissed 
by the Peking Government, had assumed 
command of the Imperial troops. The 
rebels had anticipated this move by the 
fleet and forthwith, when the bluejackets 
began to disembark, directed a hot fire 
upon the warships and the landing parties 
from artille and field guns stationed 
on the Wu-Chang bank of the river.

MOHONK LAKE, N. Y., Oct. 18.—In 
the opening address before the Lake Mo- 
honk Conference .of Friends of the In- 
dian and Other Dependent Peoples to-day, 
James S. Sherman, Vice President of the 
United States, said he believed that a 
study of conditions to-day in the Phillp- 
pines, and compared with a dozen years 
ago, would convince the most skeptical 
that “‘ we are and have been pursuing the 
wise course and we have brought to these 
brown people over the sea. blessings 
which they never could have acquired 

ad they remained under Spanish rule or 
been left to themselves.”’ 

“No one can truthfully deny that the 
Philippines are ‘to-day well governed,”

A. Hall, Secretary of the New. York Child 
Labor Committees. ‘‘ Such’ scenes may’ be 
found in our city tenements and in fruit 
and .vegetable canning factories. in the] len 
central and western part of this State. 
These industries, as far as child workers 
under sixteen are concerned, are practi- 
cally unrestricted ag to age or hours of 
the workers and lack of proper - safe- 
guards which the law grants-to children 
in factory or mercantile-employment.” 

Mr. Hall said that’ manufacturing in 
tenements was attractive. to the manu- 
facturer and contractor because it re- 
ligved-them of large expenditures for fac- 
tories, heating bills, salaries of Superin- 
tendents, cost of . machinery, \and over- 
head charges generally. The evils, he 
said, came from the fact that “speeding 
up" to get done a certain stint each day 
résuitéd in the whole’family being put to 
work, even the youngest children. The 
tenement work is mostly piece work, Mr. 
Hall said, making speeding up profitable. 

“This invasion of the. home," the 

ker said, “‘means Jowering of the 
standard ‘of ving and’ the general break- 
down of real: family life. 

* One of the greatest evils of tenement 
manufacturing is the menace to the com- 
munity through the spreading of: disease 
by: the use of. tenement made articles. 
Physicians freely admit that disease 

ms may be communicated by the goods 
and led by.a sick laborer and then dis- 
tributed through channels of trade to the 
buyer. Many instances have been found 
of work going on in rooms in which the 
worker or some member of the house- 
hold- was sick with a contagious disease.”’ 

Mr. Hall pointed out that while ‘there 
was a statute in this State which was ap- 
parently adequate to —— the public, 
there was.a question to whether it 
was entorcanble. In the first place, he 
said, the law was incomplete. ore than 
sixty articles not mentioned in the law are 
made in the homes. The license which 
was required by the law for the manu- 
facturing. in tenements of the other 
articles that are made there was not re- 
quired for these sixty. Mr. Hall pointed 
out also that the’ staff of the Labor Com- 
mission was inadequate to inspect twice 
a year over 138,000 licensed. houses, and 
that the Labor Commissioner frankly ad- 
mitted 4hat the best * could do was an 
annual inspection. id that in 1908, 
inspectors found — ly working 503 
children under. 14 years. of age in fitty- 
two. canneries. Of* these 123.were under 
10 years of age.

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THE TARIFF PUBLICITY LEAGUE. 
" The textile industry of Rhode Island 
has risen as one man in prdtest 
against Democratic tariff revision. 
With that full confidence in the wis- 
dom of the plain people which the 
protected interests have always felt 
and manifested, they have decided to 
appeal to public opinion: They have, 
therefore, organized a Tariff Publicity 
League. The objects of that organiza- 
tion were set forth by United States 
Senator Henry Lippitt, who is the 
head of the Manville Company, which 
manufactures cotton. goods in those 
fancy weaves and orfamental designs 
which the plain people delight to wear, 
when they can afford them. Mr. 
Lippitt thus explained the objects of 
the Publicity League: 
Under the extraordinary conditions 
that confront the textile industry of 
the country because of the sudden at- 
tack made upon it through proposed 
tariff revision, it seems wise that some 
decided steps be taken to educate the 
people as to what the result of such 
a radical change will be to the working 
people. We do not object to an in- 
telligent ‘revision of the tariff. a re- 
vision based on careful research, but 
the revision is neither in- 
telligent nor equitable. What is now 
necessary is a campaign of education 
that the people by their votes in the 
coming election may show to the coun- 
try at large what such an unjustifiable 
revision means to this section. 
The Rhode Island Senator can have 
but a faint idea of the enthusiastic ap- 
proval and applause. which his: sug- 
gestion of publicity will evoke. ~The 
people, indeed, do want to be educated 
about the tariff, but their education 
should be thorough. No halfway pub- 
licity will serve their desire or meet 
their need. If revision is to be based 
on “ careful research,” we suggest that 
the researchers direct their attention 
to the history of the Dingley duties 
and of the Payne-Aldrich duties on 
that large class of cotton fabrics 
known commercially as muslins, voiles, 
grenadines, gauzes, marquisettes, mad- 
Tras-muslins, figured muslins, mous- 
selines, chiffons, and so on. In many 
varieties of weave and under many 
names this class of goods was made 
dutiable under the Dingley law, most 
of them at 35 per cent. ad valorem, 
some at 40 per cent. By curioug in- 
terpretations of the law this duty was 
increased by an additional impost of 
‘two cents a yard, which made a great 
difference to the consumer. The dif- 
ference, as will be seen, was very 
great, indeed;-for the American manu- 
facturer- was thus enabled to charge 
a higher price for his product, which 
constituted the great. bulk. of all the 
goods of that class consumed in tne 
country. -Mr. Lipritt could probably 
tell the researchers something about 
the great contest over the attempt of 
the appraisers to treat this class of 
goods as etamines, dutiable at. 60 per 
cent., and of the various rulings and 
. Yeversals on that proposal. 

We all know that the Payne-Aldrich 
law reduced the duties on imported 











') goods. That was the promise of the 


* guthors of the law, and élaborate sta- 
tistical tables have been prepared and 
published to show that the object was 
fecomplished.

Like all the other vague 
doctrines around which parties have 
rallied, it has arrived at a degree of 
authority that has enabled the leaders 
of the Women’s Teachers’ Interborough 
Association to swing it effectively 
over the heads of the Board of 
Education.. Will it affright Mayor 
Gaynor? : 

The Mayor has given a hearing upon 
the legislative bill which would es- 
tablish the doctrine of “ equal pay” as 
a principle in the schools. The women] 
teachers astutely quoted Epictetus in 
their plea, adjuring the Mayor to listen, 
not to them, but “to justice itself.” 
The Mayor will probably examine the 
bill itself. He may not have forgot~- 
ten that, at a public hearing on June 
20 last, he declared: ‘“ Under no con- 
ditions will I approve a mandatory bili 
telling us in this aity that we've got 
to do anything whether we want to or 
not.” Is the women teachers’ bill man- 
datory? 

It makes mandatory the application 
of their doctrine. That is certain. By 
making it mandatory it increases the 
amount of money which the city must 
pay. its school teachers, increasing it 
for. all salaries grade@a above the min- 
imal requirements of the present State 
law.. While it increases the pay of 
the women teachers, without any cal- 
culated increase in their efficilency— 
they demand the pay avowedly to sat- 
isfy their doctrine—it decreases the 
salaries of men teachers who shall 
hereafter come into the schools, and 
at an added cost for the entire 
system of $3,500,000 a year. There are 
comparatively few men teachers, They 
are hired because they are men, and 
their influence as men is needed in the 
schools. But their qualities as a body 
of teachers will be seriously affected 
by the proposed lowering of their sal- 
aries. The club of the women teach- 
ers, if it descends upon the school sys- 
tem, will do it damage, and the blow, 
which is only the first blow, will cost 
the city millions.

A PRISON IN A MORASS. 

/ If the letter which we print else- 
where, from Mr. Writam CHURCH 
Ossorn, Gov. Drx’s legal adviser, and 
Chairman of the Commissioners to 
Examine the State Prison Department, 
corresponds with the facts, all that has 
been said in favor of the Wingdale 
site for the State's new prison must 
be unsaid. Mr. Osporn is a careful 
investigator. Because of the report 
of his commission on June 12 last, 
with respect to irregularities fn the 
management of the State Prisons, Mr. 
Cornetius V. Cotiins, Republican boss 
of Troy; found it expedient to resign 
as Superintendent of Prisons, and he 
was succeeded by the able and ffi- 
cient Col, Joszrx F. Scorr. 

. Mr. Cotitrns is one of the recalcitrant 
members of the Prison Commission 
whom Gov. Drx has this week dis- 
missed because of their part in the 
Wingdale scandal. According to their 
report the site was a salubrious one. 
Mr. OsBoRN says that the prison yard 
lies within a few: hundred feet of a 


4jswamp, and that the walls of the new 


prison were to be sunk “from five to 
ten feet below the water level.” The 
foundations were to be set, not upon 
rock, but “floated” om a concrete 


| base. 


This is the site, then, which 
the Prison Commission approved on 
grounds of humanity to the State's 
prisoners, who are subject to condi- 
tions of disease in other pest-breeding 
prisons. Of course, Wingdale would be 
damp and unhealthful. It is fortunate 
that the work, which, when completed, 
would, cost $3,000,000, has but just be- 
gun, and that, according to Mr. OsBoRN, 
its entire cost. thus far “ would not ex- 
ceed six or eight months’ interest on 
the ultimat® cost.” The addition of 
a vital piece of evidence which had 
thus far been suppressed serves to 
condemn this site, But a new prison 
to relieve the crowded conditions in 
Sing Sing is needed on some. healthful 
site in the southeastern part of the 
State. 

- HELPING THE COURT. 

The Attorneys General of several to- 
bacco-producing States have expressed 
their desire for an opportunity to be 
heard in court, if they shall so decide, 
in “protest” against the plan for the 
reorganization of .the Tobacco Trust,

If 
they were there would be the same 
right in behalf of all the .Attorneys 
General, This is not a State matter 
at all; The prosecution is ‘under. the 
FeGeral anti-trust law, and in the 
Federal courts, with which the ‘Attor- 
neys Genera] have no concern.’ It is 
true that there is a general impression 
that the trust problem which has 
troubled the best lawyers so long 
might be. settled any afternoon by 
taking the vote of the crowds before 
@ baseball bulletin, or any other crowd. 
And it is also true that the Attorneys 
General are more competent than the 
average of such crowds to reach a 
judgment on the subject. But that 
very qualification of learning in the 
law ought to prevent their putting 
themselves forward in a partisan way. 

Another serious disqualification lies 
in'the fact that they have not settled 
the .tfrust problems in their own juris- 
dictions before undertaking to assist 
another court.

THE CHINESE SITUATION. 

The first serious engagement be- 
tween the insurgents at Hankow and 
the Imperial forces has resulted in a 
draw. The insurgents took the aggres- 
sive and attempted to dislodge and dis- 


reinforcements could arrive from the 
north. They Were successful aft first, 
but were finally compelled to with- 
draw on account, as is alleged, of the 
failure of their ammunition. Substan- 
tially: this is a Gheck to the insurrec- 
tion. Both sides seem to have fought 
with determination and courage, and 
to have shown adequate discipline. The 
numbers appear to have been nearly 
equal, and that the insurgents should 
have driven the Imperialists back, in 
spite of active support from the Im- 
perial naval vessels in the river, is a 
point of some consequence in their 
favor. But the failure to possess, or 
to provide, if it was available, suffi- 
cient ammunition is a sign of serious 
weakness. Probably the supplies cap- 
tured at the arsenal at the first out- 
break were not so considerable as has 
been reported, 

The Imperial Government is pushing 
troops southward, and proclaims its 
confidence in the prompt restoration 
of its authority. There are rumors of 
the spread of the insurrection north- 
ward, but they are unconfirmed. 
Yuan, the recalled progressive, has not 
yet taken open control, though it is 
reported that he has consented so to 
do, in which case it is to be assumed 
that the conditions he felt strong 
enough to insist upon will be, in form 
at least, complied with. On the whole, 
the situation seems somewhat more 
encouraging for the Government. The 
critical point is the danger of injury 
to foreigners and consequent foreign 
intervention. This will certainly be 
avoided as long as possible. The Gov- 
ernments of Japan and of Germany 
have announced their intention to pre- 
serve entire neutrality as long as pos- 
sible, and that is also the known pol- 
icy of the Governments of Great Brit- 
ain and of the United States. It is 
@ sound policy, but the difficulties 
attending it may soon become serious. 
Although the insurgents have pro- 
claimed respect for the persons and 
property of foreigners, and have so 
far observed it, it is not to be forgot- 
ten that one of the main causes of 
the insurrection is the nationalization 
of the railways in China and the em- 
ployment of foreign in place of Chi- 
nese capital and administrators. Hither 
severe reverses or considerable suc- 
cesses would make the insurgents reck- 
less in their temper toward foreigners. 

The officials of Japan express their 
apprehension that the trouble will not 
readily be disposed of, and the fear 
that the longer it lasts the harder it 
will be for the Governments of other 
countries to maintain real neutrality. 
This is confirmed by the fact that 
both the insurgents and the Imperial- 
ists are freely accusing the Japanese 
of secretly siding. with their opponents. 
Curiously enough, like accusations are 
made against the Americans, though 
it is well enough known that our 
Government has given not the slight- 
est ground for them, Our Government 
is resolved to be very patient with 
the actual rulers of China, while en- 
tertaining a very earnest hope that 
through them, or, if they prove in- 
capable, through whatever agency pre- 
sents itself, the reforms that are so 
sorely needed may be effected.

STRIKE PICKETING. 
Strikes mow being in geason, it is 
timely to take note: of several recent 
decisions regarding picketing. In the 
Yorkville Court the other day Magis-} 
trate Burrs —** the plea, that

Only a few days previously, in the 
Illinois Central strike, Federal Judge 
HumpPursy, sitting in Chicago, issued 
an injunction forbidding picketing, and 
barring strikers from access to the 


nois, During the British railway strike 
the Liverpool Bench passed resolutions 
declaring that there was no such thing 
as peaceful picketing, and calling upon 
all their brother Justices to support 
amendment of the law on the subject. 
Picketing is specially authorized by 
law in England, and the Justices de- 
clared that it had produced “a form 
of terrorism unknown before.” The 
Justices declared that thousands wished 
to work, but were afraid to do-so. And 
strikes were caused which otherwise 
would be impossible. The Liverpool 
Justices reasoned that 


the present system of intimidation, 
which is carried on under the pretense 
of peaceful picketing, is of common 
knowledge, and that threatening, 
intimidation, and persistent following 
were rife. All these are offenses 
against the law, and could be severely 
punished provided that witnesses could 
be found who would dare to give 
evidence of these offenses; but the 
same fear of bodily injury, and prob- 
ably greater fear of violence to wife 
and home, effectually prevent wit- 
nesses from coming forward. It is in 
the knowledge of this fear that this 
new form of wholesale intimidation 
flourishes. “ 


These being the conditions where 
peaceful picketing is authorized and 
regulated by law, it would seem that 
the Federal practice, as exemplified 
in Chicago, is more in the public inter- 
est than the ruling of Justice Burts. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES, 


After having had in 
Virginia the agreeable 
surprisé of finding in one 
part of Virginia some ex- 
tremely good roads where 
extremely bad ones were expected, the 
Glidden tourists discovered that in an- 
other part the old conditions still pre- 
vail. Between Natural Bridge and 
Roanoke, indeed, the expectations of 
trouble proved to have been set far too 
low, and all day long the. cars had to 
fight a desperate way through bottomless 
mud, with the crossing of unbridged 
streams as the only but unwelcome 
break in the dismal monotony. 

The veteran Giippen himself reports 
that, in all his long. experience,: nowhere 
had he seen roads as bad as this one, 
but that is a statement to be taken with 
due allowance for his weariness and 
irritation, and the fact that recent 
miseries always loom larger in the mind's 
eye than those remote.

DEN’s present superlatives are doubtless 
like those of the Captains who come into 
port every Winter, sincerely convinced of 
having just passed through the severest 
storm encountered in thirty or forty or 
fifty years of constant seagoing. Of course 
the severity of storms is not increasing 
as the years go on, and the unimproved 
roads of Virginia are now what they ai- 
ways have been—no better and no worse 
than roads elsewhere in the South where 
like conditions of soil and weather pre- 
vail. 

One notices, however, that though the 
road was dreadful, most of the cars 
managed to get through to their destina- 
tion. Probably every one of them would 
have been stopped, if not wrecked, had 
they attempted the navigation of such 
deep mud and water two years ago. Now 
the better cars, including not a few of the 
comparatively cheap ones, can struggle 
through almost any difficulty that any- 
thing even called a road can present. 
This shows how mucb their construction 
has been improved, but the change is not 
altogether satisfactory for the reason that 
thus the vehemence of the demand for 
good roads may be somewhat mitigated. 
No matter how able the automobile, a 
bad road is a bad road, and riding on it 
is expensive, uncomfortable, and not 
patiently to be endured.

PRISON IN A MORASS. 


Willlam Church Osborn Finds the 
Wingdale Site Unfit. 


To the Editor of Thé New York Times: 
Yesterday I accompanied Gov. Dix and 
others on a visit to the prison site at 
Wingdale, N. Y. The property is an ob- 
long block approximately 8,000 feet on 
the east and west and a mile and a half 
long, reaching overeon the east side to a 
point about a mile from the Connecticut 


Tline. A steep and wooded hill rises about 


400 feet above the valley and cuts square- 
ly across the property near the western 
end, leaving about 150 acres on the 
Harlem Railroad Valley, and the re- 
mainder of the property on the easterly 
slope toward Connecticut. From this 
hill descends a brook of fair size, orig- 
inating within the State property, The 
remainder of the property is so separated 
by the hill as to be evidently useless ex- 
cept for general farm work with free 
labor. The prison tract is in fact 150 
acres and a water supply. It is proposed 
to place a prison yard of 30 acres on the 
northwesterly corner of the tract at a 
point about 300 feet from the property 
line on the north, the same distance from 
the Harlem Railroad tracks on the west 
and a less distance from the new State 
road on the east. It is proposed to place 
this yard on ground which now slopes to 
the north, the south end being reasona- 
bly high. The north end, however, is 
within three feet or less of the level of 
the Swamp River, about 300 yards dis- 
tant at mean water. 

The foundations, therefore, of the pris- 
on walls on the north end will have to go 
from 5 to 10 feet below the water level. 
The entire northerly and westerly sides 
of the prisom yard are within a few hun- 
dred feet of a swamp overgrown with 
ferns and bullrushes, It is not proposed 
to go to rock for the foundation except in 
the case of the stack; the remainder of 
the building is to be floated on a concrete 
base, 

The estimated cost of the completed 
plant is approximately $3,000,000. The 
work already accomplished consists of the 
grading of a substantial piece of ground, 
the laying of the concréte foundation for 
an industrial shop, certain brick vaults, 
and some sewer pipe. The materials on 
hand are limited, and the total expenu:- 
ture for construction on this site is evi- 
dently small. «I believe that $16,000 has 
so far been paid to contractors on certif- 
icate. Apart from the value of the land 
and the preparation of the plans, and 
some stone cutting, the expense is in- 
significant, and the entire cost of the 
plant, ground, and work done would not 
exceed six or eight months” interest on 
the ultimate cost of the plant. 

I was at one time State Commissioner 
of Lunacy, and in that capacity have 
examined most of the larger State institu- 
tions. It is my Judgment that the Wing- 
dale site is wholly unfitted for a large 
State prison, and is probably unfitted 
for any large institution. The expendi- 
ture of $38,000,000 on .uis site is absurd. 
The loss, | assurping that the whole in- 
vestment there ‘is to be thrown away or 
lost, would be negligible compared with 
the| permanent injury to the State In ex- 
pending $3,000,000 on a wholly improper 
location. The State is to be congratulated 
if this site shall be abandoned.

TO GIVE UP ONE LEASE 


Corporation WIIl Also Lower Freight 
Rates on Ore—Good Septem- 
ber Export Showing. 


By far the most important development 
of the day was the decision of the United 
States Steel: Corporation, which became 
known in financial.¢ircles yesterday, to 
cancel.its lease of the Great Northern ore 
property under the terms of that agree- 
ment and to reduce the freight rate on 
ore in the Lake Superior mining district 
on the railroads controlled by the Steel 
Corporation. It will not be until January, 
1915, that the lease of the Hill ore prop- 
erty can -be terminated, and meanwhile 
the Trustees of that property will have 
ample time to work for other arrange- 
ments for the operation of the property 
under their charge. .The decision of the 
Steel. Corporation at “this time to take 
these two steps meets two points of 
criticism, particularly levelled against the 
corporation, in’ the report made to the 
President. by the Commissioner of Cor- 
porations, and the suggestion naturally 
presents itself that by this means the 
Steel Corporation will be greatly fortified 
in the, possible event ofa suit under the 
Sherman law. This is a view of the case 
which gives to the action upon which the 
Steel Corporation was decided, an alto-

Value of Ore Certificates, 

The determination of the Steel Corpora- 
tion to sufrender its lease of the Great 
Norttern’s ore lands. will ledve the hold- 
ers of the Great Northern Ore certificates 
more in doubt than ever as to the value of 
their holdings.. The certificates have no 
par value, and it has never beén possible 
to get any estimate of the value they rep- 
resent from the meagre annual statéments 
issued by the Trustees.
